CALL MONEY RATES 


Babson Tells What They Mean 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, Sept. 14, 
1928. Judging from much that is written and 
spoken nowadays on call loans and call 
money rates there is often a lack of a clear 
understanding of just what they are and 
how they fit into the financial picture. There 
are of course, several kinds of fats, and call 
loans differ from the others in certain vital 
respects. There are commercial loans, time 
loans, acceptances, mortgage loans, etc., but 
all of these are for longer duration than call 
loans, which are payable any time on “call” 
demand. Also there is the kind of loan which 
the college boy wrote to his father for, and 
described as a “Kathleen Mavourneen 
loan”’—it “may be for years and it may be 
forever.” Call loans certainly are not that 
kind. They are either paid when called or 
the securities held by the bank as collateral 
are sold. Also, they may be paid off at any 
time the borrower wishes. 

The purpose of call loans is to finance 
dealings in securities. They are made by 
banks to brokers at rates fixed daily by a 
committee of the Stock Exchange. Many 
large city banks also place call loans for the 
account of their out-of-town correspondent 
banks, for individuals, and corporations. 
Usually the bank loans through a so-called 
“money broker” who represents the bank 
either on salary or commission. Each day the 
lending bank determines the amount of 
surplus idle funds which it wishes to place 
temporarily in call loans. The bank notifies 
the loan broker of the amount, rate, and size 
of blocks in which it wishes its loans made. 
Ordinarily stock exchange loans are placed 
in blocks of $100,000 or over, but until the 
recent ruling of the New York Clearing 
House banks making that figure a minimum, 
blocks of $25,000 up were occasionally placed. 

No note is used in making stock exchange 
call loans, but a contract which covers all 
loans so long as the broker continues to 
borrow is lodged with the bank. This contract 
gives the bank the right to sell the broker's 
securities deposited with it without further 
notice after a call for payment is made and is 
not forthcoming the same day. In calling a 
loan the bank notifies the broker before 
12:15 and he must pay it before 2:15 p.m. and 
receive back his deposited securities. If he 
wishes he can arrange to obtain a loan 
elsewhere, a process known as “shifting 
loans.” Thus call loans are a very liquid 
type of investment. 


Interest on Call Loans 


As stated above, the rates on call loans are 
determined each day, and, in times of great 
market activity such as the present are apt 
to fluctuate widely, depending upon the 
supply and demand. Although the interest 
rate may change many times during the 
month, the custom of the Street is for banks 
to collect their interest monthly. 

There is no limit to how high this interest 
rate may go. In times of financial stress such 
as in 1920 call money went to 25 percent for 
a brief time. Of course when the rate gets too 
high it is evidence of an overloaded condition 
and is a signal for caution. Liquidation of 
security markets is the only way such a 
situation is relieved. That is why many 
conservative bankers are today issuing 
warnings about the tremendous increase in 
brokers’ loans and the rising price of call 
money. 

Trend of Call Rates 

One year ago call money was quoted at 
3 1-2 percent. Today it is 7 percent to 8 per- 
cent, or more than double. Commercial 
paper loans have risen, 1 1-2 percent to the 
current rate of 5 1-2 percent, an increase of 
37 percent, and 90 day time money to 6 1-2 
percent which is a 62 percent increase. In 
considering the advance in interest rates and 
the causes underlying them therefore, 
it is essential to distinguish between the 
various types of loans. 

Call money without doubt is the most 
volatile and spectacular of all, It has always 
shown greater fluctuation in rates than 
commercial loans or time money, but this 
year has eclipsed all others for the sustained 
high rates. With the exception of a brief 
break in the middle of the month, rates held 
throughout August between 6 percent and 8 
percent, averaging about 7 percent. 

Call Loans and Corporations 

New York banks have been accustomed to 
placing call loans for their correspondent 
outside banks and also for corporations and 
individual depositors who requested this ser- 
vice. The rising rates for call money have 
attracted huge amounts of such money from 
rich companies this year. While investing in 
the call market has long been practiced on a 
moderate scale by wealthy corporations 
and individuals, never before have they had 
so much surplus cash for investment, at a 
time when call rates were paying higher than 
either bank deposits or bonds. As a result 
there has beenan increase of over $910,000,000 
in loans “for others” since January 1 of this 
year. At the same time New York banks have 
been reducing their own call loans, Since 
the beginning of May these banks have re- 
duced such loans from $1,329,000,000 to 
$793,000,000. This clearly shows that the 
vast sums of money now going into financing 
stock market are coming mostly from sources 
outside of New York City and to a large 
extent outside of the banking field entirely. 
‘Total brokers’ demand loans on August 31 as 
reported by the New York Stock Exchange 
were $4,093,889,293 compared with $3,767,- 
694,000 on July 31. 

This is not at all surprising. It is, however, 
somewhat galling to the banks, They are 
obliged to place loans for depositing corpora- 
tions, insurance companies, investmenc 
trusts, individual investors, etc, often times 
to the exclusion of loans for their owa 
account, They are limited in the amount 
they can lend for themselves in this way. 
Like wise they very rightly want to cooperate 
with the Federal Reserve Board in its efforts 
to bring total stock market loans down to a 
safer level, and curb reckless speculation, 

As a consequence the argument s put 
forward by the banks that their deposits are 
suffering from withdrawals of funds by de- 
positors to place in call loans, As a matter of 
fact deposits as a whole cannot be permanent- 
ly changed in this way. When a depositor 
withdraws money to place on call, that 
money does not go into some broker's office. 
It goes into the broker’s deposit account in 
some other bank, 

The banks are determined, however, that 
they will charge something for placing call 
loans for the account of others. The new 
rules of the New York Clearing House banks, 
which have just gone into effect provide a 
fee of 1-2 of 1 percent to the banks for placing 
such loans, Ale they limit the amount to a 
minimum of $100,000, thereby hoping to 
eliminate a lot of bothersome small blocks. 
These rules do not have any noticeable 
effect on the amount of new loans placed, and 
have not caused corporations to withdraw 
their call loans. The service charge 1-2 of 1 
percent still leaves a good return at 7 percent 
or 8 percent call rates, better than they can

How Long Will Outside Funds Last? 

Look at the balance sheets of our big 
corporations as of June 30, 1928. Many of 
them show items on the asset side ranging 
from $1,000,000 to $10,000,000 under the 
heading “call loans.” They are lending to the 
stock market because the rates are high, 
the loans very liquid, and, with proper 
handling by the banks’ loan departments, are 
very safe. This is perfectly legitimate. How- 
ever, the question arises as to how much 
further expansion in loans the supply of 
money, outside of additional bank credit 
can support. The Federal Reserve banks 
have served notice that they do not intend to 
supply funds for the call money market or for 
collateral loans. They had hoped that mem- 
ber banks would reduce their rediscounts at 
their Reserve Banks in preparation for the 
Fall money demands for crop moving and 
business. But the banks as a whole continue 
in an overloaned condition. 

What further means of expansion the 
call loan market gets must come from outside 
the banks. The speculators should remember 
that fact. If speculators are over-estimating 
the supply of credit outside of the banks 
they may suddenly come up against a 
surprise. For a time of course, high call rates 
will attract increasing funds but if they get 
too big and the supply gives out, a big smash 
in the stock market will be the only remedy!

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The 1928 Tax Rate 

It is often said that nothing is sure) 
in this world except taxes and death. | 
Surely the former must be considered 
the lesser of two evils. Before the new 
tax rate is announced each year, specu- 
lation is rife as to what the figure will 
be, and the ultimate announcement must 
be classed with the really important 
events of the year. 

This year Andover has taken another 
popular and progressive step. The tax 
rate for 1928 is announced as $25.00 
per thousand, a decrease of fifty cents 
from 1927. This is indeed good news to 
properly owners, particularly as it 
comes directly on the heels of a $3.30} 
drop a year ago. Of course there were 
no single items calling for especially | 
large appropriations at the last town 
meeting, nevertheless money was spent | 
with a rather free hand and there were | 
few requests that went ungranted. 
There is a heavy expense in meeting 
obligations on recent issues of bonds 
and the town is by no means through 
paying for late developments and im- 
provements on public buildings, roads 
and sewers. 

It is interesting to compare the tax 
rates of other cities and towns in Massa- 
chusetts with that of Andover. The 
figures prove that the taxpayers of this 
town are fairly well off, with a rate 
considerably under the average of 
towns approximately the same size. 
The trend last year was downward 
throughout the state, and although 
complete figures for 1928 are not yet 
available, it is not expected that the 
trend will be upward. The practice of 
economy seems to have been adopted 
generally throughout the state. Much 
of the credit for this goes to Governor 
Alvan ‘T. Fuller who set such a mag- 
nificent example last year in materially 
reducing state taxes. 

The benefit to manufacturing accord- 


For the immediate future Andover 
seems to need nothing that will call for 
appropriations large enough to raise 
the tax rate above its present figure. 
The widening of North Main street is 
the only development of any importance 
that needs immediate attention, and 
with expected cooperation of State 
and County, the Town’s share of the 
cost should not be very large. May the 
good work be kept up, and may the 
tax rate continue on its downward 
course, that others may look upon us 
with admiration for our good judg- 
ment and economical management in 
the business of the town.

This bill, if passed, among other things, would 
raise the payment under the Workmen’s Compensation Act, for the loss of 
both hands cut off at or above the wrist from a minimum of $400 to a 
minimum of $700,

Senate No. 149 

We observe under date of March 15, 1928 as Chairman of the Committee 
on Labor & Industries you reported Senate No. 149 which attempted to 
change the law to enable mill owners to work women in the manufacture 
of textile goods until 10 o’clock at night. 

On March 19, 1928 this bill was read a second time and on March 20, 
1928 its title was changed and it was read a third time and passed to be 
*ngrossed. We are unable to find any record of your dissenting or being 
recorded against this bill.

Were you and your friends speaking of service 
rendered the workingman and taxpayers or were they speaking of service 
Fendered to Capital and the Insurance Companies?

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ARTICLE No. 31 


In the preceding article, a letter from 
a correspondent, in seaers to the proper 
bidding of two-suited hands, and the 
writer's reply were given. That the same 
correspondent is still in doubt about 
some of these principles is shown by the 
following letter, which, together with 
the writer's reply, are given in full: 

‘I have been thinking about your re- 
cent letter in regard to bidding the two- 
suiter when both suits are minor suits 
or major suits, I hope you will not think 
that I am trying to argue. I am merely 
trying to thoroughly understand the 
situation, I know perfectly well that 
you and your good player friends have 
studied the game for twenty-five years, 
and that your conclusions are correct, 
even though I may not fully under- 
stand them. If a player has a two-suiter 
(cither two minors or two majors), and 
bids the weaker suit first, and there is 
no other bid, he is left in with his weak- 
er suit of the two, Again, if the first 
hand bids the weaker suit and the second 
hand overbids, and the third hand sup- 
ports the bid of his partner, and there 
are no more bids, the player again is 
left in with his weaker suit. 

“The principle of bidding the higher- 
valued suit, even though it is the weak- 
er suit, I can see would be useful when 
the partner of the player holding the 
two-suiter did not bid, In other cases, 
including the two I cite above, might 
there not possibly be some little ad- 
vantage if the custom were to bid the 
stronger suit first so that the partner 
would know it was the stronger suit? If 
the higher valued suit is bid first, re- 
gardless of the strength, the partner is 
unable to tell which of the two suits bid 
is the stronger, Consequently he must 
bid according to the strength of his own 
hand, and sot in accordance with the 
strength of tiie combined hands which 
he does not know. : 

“In some cases might there not possi- 
bly be advantages in both methods of 
bidding? That is to say, bidding. first 
the higher valued and some times the 
stronger of the two suits first. I am 
merely searching for the truth, and am 
interested in getting to the bottom of 
the.situation if I can.” 

The writer's reply was as follows: _ 

“There is no theory yet advanced for 
the bidding of two-suiters, or other 
type of hand, that is 100 per cent. per- 
fect in all cases, No matter what con- 
vention of bidding you wy adopt, 
there may be another that will produce 
better results under special circum- 
stances, The only thing that any writer 
could or should claim for his rules or 
conventions of bidding is that they will 
produce the best results in a majority 
of hands, The nearer this percentage 
approaches one hundred per cent, the 
‘better the theory, but.in no case can 
such theory be 100 per cent perfect.

‘After a careful study of the proper 
Bide of two-suited hands, the writer 
feels that the best results in a large 
majority of hands will be obtained by 
bidding the higher valued suit first, 
even though the lower valued suit may 
be the stronger. Such a difference in 
strength, however, should not bea great 
one, for, if it were, the lower valued 
suit should be bid first. The bidding of 
a lower valued suit in the first instance 
and then the bidding of a higher valued 
suit on the second round, should show 
partner that the lower valued suit is 
onger or stronger; otherwise the higher 
valued suit would have been bid cn the 
first round. 

“In other words, one of the main 
reasons for adopting this rule lies in the 
fact that a failure to follow it gives such 
an exact picture of the hand. Negative 
inferences are just as strong as positive 
ones and some times much more in- 
formatory. Take the following exam-

Wonderful Tales Told 


of Monster Serpents 

From time immemorial the sea ser- 
pent has figured in story and legend. 
Pliny, the Roman naturalist (23-79 
A. D.) tells of enormous water and 
land serpents, some so large that 
whole armies were sent against them. 
The hardy Norse fishermen gave 
thrilling stories of sea monsters. 
Olaus Magnus, a Swedish bishop, 
wrote of “a very large serpent of 
length upward of 200 feet and 20 feet 
in diameter, with a row of hairs 2 feet 
in length hanging from the neck, 
sharp scales of dark color, and bril- 
liant, flaming eyes. It attacks boats 
und snatches away the men by rais- 
ing itself high out of the water, and 
devours them.” Huns Egede, a Nor- 
wegian missionary to Greenland, tells 
of encountering, on July 6, 1784, “a 
very terrible sea animal, which raised 
itself so high above the water that 
its head reached above our maintop. 
It had a long, sharp snout, and blew 
like a whale.” The oarfish, with a 
body from 25 to 30 feet long, and al- 
most as thin as a ribbon, is believed 
by some naturalists to be the creature 
which gave rise to many remarkable 
yarns, told from anclent days until 
now, of “seu serpents.” The silvery 
body, crossed with dusky stripes, the 


grotesque head and face, with en 
larged fins tipped with red, waving 


above like a horse’s mane, might well 
give foundation, tt ts said, to almost 
any story. Still no one can definitely 
say that the sea serpent does not ex: 
ist.
